The new message, as the others 
recently dispatched by Moscow, 
appeared aimed—at least in part 
—at thwarting Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer’s bid for re-election in 
September. Adenauer is clearly In 
trouble over the atomic issue and 
the Soviet Union appears ready 
to give him no rest on the subject. 
The

conference of the North Atlantic 
foreign minister* hleped brKist Ad­ 
enauer's prestige. 
But

quarters there were cautious pre­ 
dictions the whole

Proposal 
Sen. McClellan (D-Ark), chair­ 
man of the Senate Rackets Inves­ 
tigating Committee, has proposed 
a ”right-to-work” amendment to 
pending 
civil 
rights 
legislation. 
The administration opposes the 
amendment. 
Ives is vice chairman of the 
committee. 
Ives aaid the rackets investiga­ 
tion has shown democracy to be 
“nonexistent” in some unions, and 
that legislation'to correct this may 
be needed. 
“I believe,” he said, “ that the 
elimination of the union shop pro­ 
visions of the Taft-Hartley Act 
without first endeavoring to insure 
democracy in labor organizations 
through the assurance of free and 
open elections might prove disas­ 
trous to labor-management rela­ 
tions.”

Still, his comments were more 
restrained than yesterday’s,which 
drew a suggestion from James C. 
Hagerty, Whit# House press sec­ 
retary, that "the record” on days 
away from the White House should 
be studied.

The ACLU said more than 150 
prominent figures in the fields of 
publishing, literature and the arts 
signed the statement. They includ­ 
ed novelists James T. Farrell and 
John O’Hara, 
playwright Arthur 
Miller, theologian Reinhold Nei- 
buhr and Mrs. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, widow of the President. 
Reading Group 
“There are other religious or­ 
ganizations, as well as racial, la­ 
bor, parent-teachers and women’s 
groups, who also engage in cen­ 
sorship activity,” the ACLU said, 
“ but our attention . . . is focused 
on the NODL because of the prom­ 
inence it has achieved and the 
great influence it has wielded in 
removing 
books 
f r o m 
circu­ 
lation,” 
The ACLU said the NODL uses 
a “reading community of mothers 
of the Roman Catholic faith in the 
Chicago area” to evaluate liter­ 
ature 
as to its suitability 
for 
youth. 
The NODL has “prepared black­ 
lists, threatened and imposed gen­ 
eral boycotts and awarded unoffi­ 
cial certificates of compliance,” 
the statement said.

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Litterbugs Should Be Discouraged 
- — *

Spring ie the time of year when we put 
our lawns and gardens in order, enface in 
housecleaning and otherwise get rid of 
Winter's accumulation of trash. 
Why not extend our efforts to the high­ 
ways and byways that are so much a part 
of the picturesque Pocono scene! 
A trip along almost any road in the 
county will uncover all sorts of litter — 
from cigarette butts to garbage. It all adds 
up to an inexcusable eyesore on our other­ 
wise beautiful scenery. 
What is more important than a 
clean-up campaign, however, is to edu­ 
cate the 
la keeping our land­ 
scape green and fresh and beautiful 
We prefer the voluntary approach in per­ 
suading people to be more careful in dis­ 
posing of their trash. But if that means 
fails, it becomes necessary to resort to the 
state law governing the disposal of gar­ 
bage and other litter along the roadside and 


on property of other persons. 
A news dispatch told recently of a "lit- 
terburg” who was arrested after he had 
carelessly tossed something from his mov­ 
ing car. A motorist who was following him 
in another vehicle jotted down the license 
number and turned it over to authorities. 
Other aneans of apprehending guilty par­ 
ties have been reported. 
In the case of 
someone who had dumped a pile of rubbish 
along the highway, an enterprising law offi­ 
cer found a discarded envelope with the 
“litterbug'*" name on it. 
Then there was the farmer who discover­ 
ed some garbage on his property. A pre­ 
scription label on a broken bottle led to 
the arrest and conviction of the law-break­ 
er. 
Trash collectors in San Diego call the 
“litterbugs" by other names — such as 
“stewballs" and “scatterpillars." No mat­ 
ter what the designation, we'd be better 
off if there were fewer of their breed. 


Let's Honor Those In Health Professions 
Next Sunday is the lS7th anniversary of 
the birth of Florence Nightingale, that in­ 
spirational nurse of long ago. It was she 
who put to test the art and science of nur­ 
sing the sick and wounded and through her 
efforts a profession was bora. 
During the years, the field of nursing 
has continued to grow in importance and 
its contributions to the health of everyday * 
living have become indispensable.

Avoiding And Evading Payment Of Taxes

Spencer s definitions will be ac­ 
cepted by the income tax collec­ 
tors and by the jud*e. 
Spencer 
writes: 
“Your worst ‘goof’ is where you 
twice refer to tax evaders. Cer­ 
tainly with your command of 
language you should know the 
difference between 
‘avoid’ 
and 
*e\ ade.’ 
Ever since the Boston 
Tea Party it has been considered 
the duty of patriotic Americans 
to avoid taxes which is legal, but 
evasion is illegal and a criminal 
act. ti notice further the extent 
of your confusion where you say 
‘Then the tax evader finds a legal 
and comfortable way to evade 
some taxes, throwing the burden 
on other citizens’). 
There is no 
legal way to evade taxes.” 
The answer to that is: “Tell it 
to the judge!!” 
We who have to pay our full 
share 'of taxes cannot work a 
gimmick that will help us to tur n 
evade into avoid. 
Those whose 
tax is collected by the withhold­ 
ing method cannot avoid taxes or 
evade taxes. 
They Just have to 
pay and pay and hope that they 
overpay and do not underpay. 
Tire economic interpretation of 
the Boston Tea Party, which in 


this letter is given a moralistic 
overtone, does give one the hope 
that some day some Americans 
may dunk the tax collectors in 
their neighborhood ponds. 
As it 
stands now. if you don’t pay, you 
are 
charged 
six 
percent, 
and 
eventually a lien is put on your 
household furnishings and in due 
course, you might go to jail for 
evading or avoiding a tax pay­ 
ment. 
I doubt w hether the courts 
would make a fine distinction be­ 
tween evading the tax or avoid­ 
ing it, although many tax havens 
are now being organized to per­ 
m it Americans to evade the in­ 
come tax by avoiding it which 
is why some Americans keep 
their money in Switzerland or 
Venezuela or Uruguay (M onte­ 
video). 
Puerto Rico is a tax haven for 
American businesses and if not 
too many have taken advantage 
of it, it is only because they do 
not 
recognize 
its 
possibilities. 
There are also m any possibilities 
for the tax-avoider in Canada, 
but this works out better for the 
■corporation than for the indivi­ 
dual. 
The rule that is to be applied 
Is the law of diminishing returns 
which is immutable. W hen taxes 
become oppressive, the hum an 
mind conceives means for avoid­ 
ing or evading the tax. 
If th e 
tax becomes too oppressive and 
the avoidances or evasions be­ 
come too numerous, the income 
from the tax grows increasingly 
less. 
This is beginning to m ake it­ 
self manifest in Michigan, Gen­ 
eral Motors establishing plants in 
other states where the tax rates 
a re not so ferocious. 
Some of 
the automobile plants are actual­ 


ly being established outside the 
United States where not only are 
taxes more rational but labor 
costs less. 
Spencer w rites me: 
‘‘It may be gilding the lily to 
mention th at you are griping 
about wages and tax exem pt ad­ 
vantages in Puerto Rico. It may 
be a very tonic thing to consider 
the oppressive and destructive 
burden of stateside taxes. 
If 
there (they) were brought down 
to some reasonable basis there 
would be little point for Ameri­ 
can money and enterprise going 
anywhere. . . .” 
This is quite true. 
Enterprise 
flows to where it is advantageous 
to be. 
The huge American in­ 
dustrial 
base 
was 
established 
largely by run-away capital and 
run-away workers from Euro­ 
pean countries. In this exodus of 
men. money and machines, first 
played 
trem endous 
roles, 
and 
G reat Britain and then Germany 
what they lost was America’s 
gain. 
Since the United States has 
gone in for the universal welfare 
state, our cost of operations has 
become enormous, not only for 
the Federal Go vein men t which is 
now required to adopt the ele­ 
phantine Elsenhower Budget, but 
for state and municipal govern­ 
ments as well.

pouring billions Into Europe, Af­ 
rica and Asia, some of which un­ 
doubtedly comes back here as 
risk capital In am ounts that are 
dangerously large.

a t the testing range undergoing 
final preparations. These Include 
Im portant Navy participation. 
One aspect of that which can 
he reported is the stationing of a 
num ber of destroyers along the 
Atlas’ anticipated course over the 
Atlantic. 
These fast, especially-equipped 
•hips will have a dual mission: to 
keep an eye on the missile, and to 
maintain a close watch for Rus­ 
sian submarines. They are de­ 
finitely known to have recently 
been In the area to be traversed 
in this test flight. 
While the Atlas is highly classi­ 
fied, the following can be report-

comes at an encouraging time for 
the Air Force. 
It follows closely on the heels 
of two successful tests of the 
Air Force’s controversial Inter­ 
mediate

ballistic 
missile 
Thor. Those urgently needed suo- 
<****» w ere achieved after three 
consecutive misfires. 
T he most recent Thor “firing” 
was clonked in utmost secrecy. 
But it can be stated the missile 
perform ed outstandingly. 
So did the Army’s rival Jupiter 
In that closely guarded test w it­ 
nessed by Defense Secretary Wil­ 
son. This IRBM perform ed far 
better than was indicated. 
The Jupiter soared to a height 
of 117 miles and mad* a “con­ 
trolled” flight of more than 430 
miles. 
T he missile could have gone 
much further, but was brought 
down at that distance by ground 
control to dem onstrate this capa­ 
bility to Wilson. 
The Army’s 
IRBM is designed for a controlled 
flight of 1.500 miles. 
In an uncontrolled test last 
fall a Ju p iter covered more than 
3.000 miles and reached a height 
of over 600 miles. 
Note: The Air Force has a 
stockpile of some 50 Thor mis­ 
siles.

Cause of Dulles’ anger was his 
disconcerting experience at that 
hurried meeting he held with the 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Subcom­ 
mittee just before taking off for 
the NATO parley. 
Dulles' purpose was to per­ 
suade this powerful Senate group 
to restore 
the 
$47,331,000 
the 
House slashed from the State De­ 
partm ent's 
$227,714,000 
budget. 
He 
sought 
to 
read a lengthy 
statement, which would have left 
the senators little Urn* to ques­ 
tion him. 
He was politely but 
firmly in­ 
terrupted by Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon Johnson. 
Th* 
Texan challenged Dulles’ conten­ 
tion that Ute House ru t would 
necessitate the dismissal of 325 
state employes. In the ensuing 
sharp discussion, Johnson’s posi­ 
tion was supported by Edward 
C. Crouch, the Departm ent’s bud­ 
get officer. 
Replying to a question. Crouch 
conceded the House slash would 
not require the discharge of any 
workers. This drew a stern re­ 
proof from Dulles. 
“I would like to be the prin­ 
cipal witness for the State De­ 
partm ent,” Dulles 
said 
stiffly. 
“That is what I am here for, and 
I am fully prepared to discuss all 
lie 
D epartm ent’s 
affairs. 
Mr. 
Crouch’s assertion is only theor­ 
etically correct." 
“We are glad to hear your 
views, Mr. S ecretary” said John 
son quietly, "but you are here at 
the courtesy of this Committee. 
W e are Interested not only in 
hearing what you have to say. 
but we also want to know w hat 
your assistants think. We assume 
they 
are 
competent, 
or 
you 
wouldn’t have them as your as­ 
sistants." 
"I still say.” insisted Dulles, 
“that if the House cut stands, it 
will be necessary to drop several 
hundred employes.” 
“You’re entitled to your opin­ 
ion,” asserted Johnson. "But as 
Mr. Crouch 
has 
pointed out, 
there are enough vacancies now 
to absorb the number of reduc- 
lions that would have to be made 
under the House’s budget 
“Yes. we have 823 vacancies af 
the moment.” volunteered Crouch 
From then on, Dulles made no 
bones of his ire at the group of 
assistants who accompanied him 
to this meeting and later to th* 
airport. He stonily ignored Dep­ 
uty Undersecretary Loy Hender­ 
son. Assistant Secretaries Robert 
Hill and I. W, Carpenter Jr., and 
Crouch. 
Afterwards one of them told a 
senator who inquired about the 
m atter. "He took off in a rage. 
He wouldn’t talk to one of us 
all the way to the airport.

Myer’* work earned him 
the commendation 
of

Army and put him In the 
newiy-formrd Signal Depart­ 
ment as a major.

Mexico he set up the first 
training signal school. Myer 
had invented a Signal Alpha­ 
bet (similar to semaphore or 
wlg-wag) and his name went 
down la history because of 
that. 
His system got its baptism by 
fire in the Civil War during Aug­ 
ust, 1861 when officers trained 
in the flag-alphabet system di­ 
rected Are against 
Confederate 
positions on Sewall's Point. 
During the years following the 
Civil War, the Signal Corps grew 
rapidly. It began to incorporate 
the wide-scale use of the tele­ 
graph. Mobile units (as mobile 
as they could be in those days) 
were initiated through invention 
of hand-powered generators. 
Myer became 
head 
of 
the 
Corps: was dismissed because of 
disagreement with top-level gov­ 
ernmental brass; was later rein­ 
stated as head of the. Corps. He 
died on Aug. 24, 1880 at 52. But 
his effect on the military life of 
his country had already been felt. 
The following year Fort Whip­ 
ple, Va. was renamed Fort Myer 
in his honor. 
The history of the Corps has 
been a stormy one in one respect: 
It has carried on an endless fight 
against “stand-patism” - In

But Greely (no relation to the 
“Go West young man” Greeleys) 
turned 
his 
eyes to the South- 
westward and did it anyway. On 
his orders all available electri­ 
cal equipment was sent forward 
to the front line stations. 
He made history. And never 
again did the U. S. Army ques­ 
tion the feasibility of front-line 
use of electrical equipment And 
Greely’s “folly” established for 
all time the meaning of modern 
communications in times of war.
